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ELECTRIC LIGHTS IN JAPAN 


What nation uses most electric lighting in its homes? 
It is something of a shock to Americans to learn that 
it is the Japanese. 
In the United States 39,000.000 
people live in homes lighted by electricity, and in 
Japan only 23.000,000; but in proportion to popu­ 
lation, the Japs are ahead of us. 
There are 59 per 
cent of them using electric lights, and only 57 per 
cent of us. The Germans, next in order, lag far be­ 
hind. 
This is a good thing to remember, in a country 
which regards the use of electricity in any form, 
especially in the form of light, as a :ymbol of human 
progress. 
The electric light originated in America. 
It was first developed industrially here. 
Yet Japan 
has taken up this advanced idea, like many others, 
and gone ahead of her western competitors. 
Light means civilization. 
It means comfortable 
reading, and therefore education. 
It means less eye 
strain, and therefore better health. 
Fewer Japanese 
hereafter will wear eyeglasses, because they have had 
plenty of light in their homes.

Life is inexorable, 
lf we are 
rea.ists and not mere rom anticists.

ing, trying to imagine in the ashes 
of yesterday’s fires the splendid 
flames that made yesterday glow. 
I have a sentimental, rem iniscent 
interest 
in socialism today—the 
ashes bring m prnov? of the crack­ 
ling flames and witching odors— 
hut no more. 
I know that social­ 
ism is obsolete, rendered obsolete 
by life. 
So he It. 
Why should I 
weep among the ashes while the 
morning bell calls to the labors of 
the new day? 
■Wherever Socialists are num er­ 
ous enough to be a political force 
that m atters, and especially where 
they have had to assume the obli­ 
gations and responsibilities 
th at 
come with electoral victories, the 
leaders of th© movement have rec­ 
ognized these things. 
At the end of 1920, when I was 
in Sweden. I asked Branting, the 
Socialist prime minister, what he 
and his colleagues of the social 
democratic government 
proposed 
to do toward the realization of the 
socialistic ideal, what distinctively 
Socialist m easures they proposed 
to carry out. 
He told me then 
quite frankly that they did not 
propose to do anything of the kind. 
To keep up the rate of exchange, 
maintain the 
volume 
of foreign 
trade, keen taxes as low as possi­ 
ble. avoid disturbances at home 
and 
friction 
with 
neighboring 
states, and give moral support to 
well cow«tdered plans for restor­ 
ing poMM^i and economic corldj. 
tions in Fnrone—such was th© ad- 
T”’" ,1'1e program that Branting out­ 
lined. 
There w as nothing that was dis­ 


tinctively Socialist in it, some of It 
was contrary to the traditional So­ 
cialist 
position. 
Any 
patriotic 
Swede, however bitterly opposed to 
Socialism he m ight be, could sup­ 
port the program, as the king of 
Sweden himself did. 
All through 
Europe wherever Socialists were 
politically influential the leaders 
took the same realistic view. 
But here in the United States. 
where the Socialist party is simply 
an insignificant rebellious minority, 
essentially alien. Socialists 
have 
learned nothing from the events of 
the past ten years. 
They repeat 
the old formulas, in the old way, 
unchanged. 
I know now th at there Is very 
little in the m ajor theories of So­ 
cialism, and likewise in Its pro­ 
gram that bears any relevance to 
American life. 
The theory of the 
class struggle as Marx outlined It 
corresponds to the experience of 
the Old World with Its rigid socHI 
categories but It does not corres­ 
pond to our highly flexible social 
order. 
In the one case the son of an 
artisan or n peasant generally ac­ 
cepts his heritage of status as per­ 
manent and om ctleally unchange­ 
able. The concom itant of this Is a 
strong instinct of class loyalty. In 
the other case the son of working 
"class parents pretty generally re­ 
gards his heritage of status as In­ 
cidental and accidental, to be ex­ 
changed alm ost at will. 
There Is 
no sense of belonging permanently 
to the class In which he finds him­ 
self. and. conseouentlv. no such 
iesMnct of class loyalty as the 
Fneorwan worker has. 
The intense class consciousness 
to which Furonean Socialism has 
alwavs annealed (io«s not and T 
think cannot. fley>H<*h in the soil 
of American conditions.
